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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-5, 7 and 1 0-26 are currently pending in the instant application. 
Claims 2, 6, 8 and 9 have been canceled. 

Withdrawn 

2. The rejection of claims 1, 3-5, 11-16, 18, and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Shuichi et al. (JP Pub. 2000/110077) in view of Hiroshi et al. (JP Pub. 
2000/1 10068) is withdrawn in view of Applicant's remark. The rejection of claims 7, 10, 
17 and 20-26 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shuichi et al. (JP Pub. 
2000/1 10077) in view of Hiroshi et al. (JP Pub. 2000/1 10068) as applied to the above 
claims, and further in view of Trinh et al. (U.S Pat. 6,790,81 9) is withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's remark. 

Examiner's Statement of Reason for Allowance 

3. Claims 1 , 3-5, 7 and 1 0-26 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims, 
filed on 02/28/2008 have been carefully reviewed and with update searched. The best 
prior arts are Shuichi et al. (JP Pub. 2000/110077) and Hiroshi et al. (JP Pub. 
2000/1 10068). Shuichi et al. or Hiroshi et al. alone or in combination failed to suggest 
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or disclosed the mass ratio of component (a)/component (b) ranging from 4/1 to %, a 
mass ratio of component (a)/component (c) ranging from 20/1 to 1/1 , and a mass ratio 
of [component (a) + component (b)] / [component (c) + component (d)] ranging from 
95/5 to 80/20 as recited in claim 1 . 

In addition, an affidavit filed on 02/28/2008 (Table 6) demonstrated an 
unexpected result of improve tensile strength and anti-wrinkle provide by the claimed 
composition over Shuichi et al. composition. Therefore, claims 1 , 3-5, 7 and 10-26 are 
allowed over the prior art of record.
